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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not convincing. The 
Examiner has reviewed all of the record and believes the rejections to be proper. 

Applicant contends that "filtering", as defined in the specification, may include data validation, synchronization and data bit extraction, 
therefore reading Lui's disclosure of "controlling a direction of data through the bus repeater" and "permitting signals to pass" cannot 
reasonably read on the claimed "filtering" without there being some type of "manipulation of the data signal". 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The specification does not require manipulation of the data signal, as alleged by Applicant. It is the 
opinion of the Examiner that filtering defined as "data validation" corresponds to Lui's disclosure of "permitting signals to pass", since only 
"valid" data would be permitted to pass. Further, Lui discloses "re-shaping" of data through the adapter, such that Lui does disclose 
manipulation of data for rejecting the claimed "filtering". Therefore, the claim rejections are properly maintained. 



Applicant further contests the disclosure of Lui in that the bus repeater is not shown to include any signal filtering and reconstruction control 
logic since Lui's control logic of Fig. 2 corresponds to the control unit in Lui's monitor logic, not the bus repeater. 
The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Lui shows that the monitor logic is coupled directly to one or more bus repeaters, all within the 
disclosed adapter 3 and, thus, may be considered as part of the bus repeater. Further, Lui discloses the "re-shaping" of data as a "bus 
repeater function", therefore showing that the bus repeater contains "signal filtering and reconstruction" capabilities. Therefore, the claim 
rejections are properly maintained. 
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
